WASHINGTON, March 29,—The long anxiety 
ofthe opponents and friends of the Bland 
seigniorage bill has at last been set at rest. 
The President to-day sentto the House his 
message Vetoing the bill. The President in 
his veto message, puts his reason of disap- 

proval on the ground that the bill is loosely 
drawn and would rob us of our gold. He 
gays he belleves the coining of the bullion 
seigniorage might be safely and advantage- 
ously done provided authority were given 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue bonds 
at a low rate of interest. He expresses a hope 
for a comprehensive adjustment of our 
monetary affairsina short time in a way to 

- aceord to silver its proper place in our cur- 
rency. ' ö 
The full text of the message is as follows: 


THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 
To the House of resentatives: | 

Ireturn without my approval House bill 
numbered 4596, entitled An Act Directing 
the Coinage of the Silver Bullion Held in the : 
Treasury and for Other Purposes.’’ 

My strong desire to avoid disagreement 
with those in both Houses of Congress whe 
have supported this bill would lead me to 
approve it I could believe that the pudlie 
good wovd not be thereby endangered. 
ana tust such action on my part ‘would 
be @ proper discharge of official duty. 
Ins much, however, as I am unable to 
satisfy myself that the proposed legislation 
is either wise or opportune, my conception 
of the obligations and responsibilities at- 
tached to the great office I hold fortids_the 
indulgence of my personal desire and tnex- 
orably confines me to that course which is 
Gictate@ by my reason and seugment and 
pointed opt u 
and promote the general interests of our 
people. 

The financial disturbance which swept 
over the country during the last year was 
unparalleled in its severity and disastrous 
consequences. There seemed to be almost 
an entire displacement of faith in our finan- 
cial ability and aloss of confidence in our 
fiscal policy. Among those who attempted 
to assign causes for our distress, it was very 
generally conceded that the opera- 
tion of a provision of law 
then in force, which required 
the Government to purchase monthly 
a large amount of silver bullion and issue its 
notes in payment therefor, was either en- 
tirely, or toa large extent, responsible for 
our conditioa. This led to the repeal, on the 
first day of November, 1893, of this statutory 
provision. We had. however, fallen so low 
in the depths of depression and timidity and 


apprehension had so completely gained con- 
trot in financial circles that our rapid recup- 

eration could not be reasonably expected. 
Our recovery bas, nevertheless, steadily 
progressed. and though less than five 
months have elapsed since the repeal of the 
mischievous silver purchase requirement, a 
wholesome improvement is unmistakably 
apparent... Confidence in our absolute 
solvency istosuch an extent reinstated and 
*faith in our disposition to adhere to sound 
financial methods is so far restored as to 
ise the most encouraging results, both

CONDITIONS SUMMARIZED. 
1. The Government has purchased and 
now hason hand sufficient silver bullion to 
permit the colnage of all the silver dollars 
necessary to redeem, in such dollars, the 


Treasury notes issued for the purchase or 
said silver bullion and enough besides to 
coin, as gain or seigniorage, $55,156,681 addi- 
tional standard silver dollars. 

2. There are outstanding and now in circu- 
lation treasury notes issuedin payment of 
the bullion purchased amounting to $152,- 
951,280. These notes are legal tender in pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private, except 
when otherwise expressly stipulated. They 
are receivable for customs, taxes and all 
public dues. When held by banking associa- 
tions they may becounted as part of their 
lawful reserves and they are redeemed by 
the Government in gold at the option 
of the holders. These advantageous 
attributes were deliberately attached to 
tmese notes at the time of their issue. They 
are fully understood by our people, to whom 
such notes have been distributed as cur- 
rency, and have inspired confluence in their 
safety and value, and have undoubtedly thus 
induced their continued and contented use 
as money, instead of anxiety for their re- 
démption. 

Having referred to some incidents which I 
deem relevant tothe subject, it remains for

ingone which merely appropriates a sum 
sufficient to carry the act into effect.

coinage of the silver bullion in the Treasury, 
which represents the so-called gain 
or, seigniorage which would arise

tion declares to be $55,156,681. It directs that 
the money so coined, or the certificates 
issued thereon, shall be used in the payment 
of public expenditures, and provides that if 
the needs of the Treasury demand ft, the 
Secretary of the Treasury may, in his dis- 
cretion, issue silver certificatesin excess, of 
such cothnage not exceeding the amount or 
selgniorage in said section authorized to be 
coined. 

‘ihe second section directs that as soon as 
possible after the coinage of this seigniorage 
the remainder of the bullion held by the 
Government shall be coined into legal tender 
standard Sliver dollars, and that they shall 
be held in the treasury for the redemption of 
the treasury notes issued inthe purchase of 
sald bullion. It provides that as fast as the 
bullion shall be coined for the redemption of 
gaid notes, they shall not be reissued, but 
shall be cancelied and destroyed in amounts 
equalto the coin held at any time in the 
treasury derived from the coinage provided 
for, and that silver certificates shall be 
issued on such coin in the manner now pro- 
vided by law. It is, however, especially de- 
clared in sald section thatthe act shali not 
be construed,to change existing laws relating 
to the legal tender cDsracter or mode of re- 
demption of the treasury notes issued for 
the purchase of the silver builion to be 
eoined. 

UNFORTUNATELY CONSTRUCTED. 

The entire dili is most unfortunately con- 
structed. Nearly every sentence presents 
uncertainty and invites controversy as to its 
meaning and intent. The first section is es- 
pecially faulty in this respectand itis ex- 
tremely doubtful whether its language will 
permit the consummation of Its supposed 
purposes. e 

l am ied to believe that the promoters of 
the bill intended in this section to provide 
for the coimage of the bulllon corstituting 
the gain—or seigniorage, as it is called—into 
standard silver dollars; and yet there is pos- 
itively nothing in the section to prevent its 
coinage into any description of silver coins 
now authorised under any existing law. 1 
suppose this section was also intended, in 
case the needs of the treasury called 
for money faster than the seigniorage 
bullion could actually be coined, to permit 
the issue of silver certificates in advance of 
such coinage; but its language would seem 
to permit the issuance of such certificates to 
double the amount of seignorage as stated, 
one-half of which would not represent an 
ounce of silverin the treasury. The debate 
upon this section in the Congress developed 
an earnest and positive difference of opinion 
as to its object and meaning. In any event I 
am clear that the present perplexities and 
embarrassments of the Secretary of the 
Treastry ought notto be augmented by de- 
volving upon him the execution of a law so 
uncertain and confused, 

MORE SILVER NOT WANTED. 

Tam not willing, however, to rest my op- 
jection to this section solely on these 
grounds. In my judgment sound finance 
does not commend a further infusion of silver

Doubts also arise as tothe meaning and 
construction fr the second section of the bill.

UNCERTAINTIES OF EXPRESSION. 
Whatever else may be said of the uncer- 
tainties of expression in this bill, they cer- 
tainly ought not to be found in legislation

our financial affairs are apt to assume at any 
time socritical a position that it seems to 
me such a course is dictated by ordinary 
prudence. 

lam not insensible to the arguments in 
favor of colhning the bullion selgniorage now 
in the Treasury, and I Delleve it could be done 
dafely and with advantage if the Secretary 
of the Treasury: had the power to issue bonds 
at a low rate of interest under authority in 
substitution of that now existing and better 
suited tothe protection of the Freasury. 

I bope a way will present itself in the near 
future forthe adjustment of our monetary 
affairs in such. a comprehensive’ and con- 
servative manner as wiil atford to silver its

Condemned by the Board of Health for 
Grave Reasons. 


CITY COUNSELOR MARSHALL ALSO GAVE 
UNFAVORABLE OPINION ON IT. 


It Provides for the fale of Skimmed Mm 
and by Its Provisions Opens Up Op- 
portunity for Fraud on Consumers and 
Leaves the City Officials Without Ade- 
quate Power to Meet Abuses Certain to 
Arise—Drs. Dean and Eryson Discuss 
It. 


The new milk and daly ipspection ordi- 
hance -which was railroaded through the 
City Council Tuesday night and sent to the 
House of Delegates, will be given its second 
reading before that body to-morrow night. 
The unseemly haste with which this bill was 
put through the Council and the open man- 
ner in which the Board of Health was 
slighted have caused some very unfavorable 
commentsto bé made asto the worthiness 


of the bill and the honest motives of its pro- 


moers. 

The Committee on Sanitary Affairs of the 
City Council had three distinct mik inspec- 
tion bills before it, all of which virtually 
covered the same ground. There were 
material points, however, in which they at- 
fered, and the Board of Health was asked o 
lend its aid to the committee in determining 
which bill would be forthe dest interest of 
the city. > 

MARSHALL'S OPINION. 

Health Commissioner Homan, at the re- 
quest of the Sanitary Commitiee of the 
board, asked for an opinion of the City Coun- 
selor on the respective merits ef the three 
bills from a legal standpoint. Inis opinion 
Was obtained last Friday and duly laid before 
the board at its meeting Mondsy afternoon. 
It declared the Francis bill to be better than 
either the Stone or Steber bil for reasons 
clearly given by the City Coun#lor. 

Owing to a rush of other business the 
board concluded to take up the whoje Matter 
at its meeting this afterhoon and then pre- 
sent its recommendations jo the Council 
Committee in time for Fridaynight’s session, 
if the committee waquld they de ready to re 
port.

The direct control of both the 

sale of milk and inspection of dairies in the 
city should be vested in the Board of Health. 

The roundabout method in Wach the ap- 
pointment and confirmation of the inspect- 
ors is secured and the placing of them under 
the supervision and control of the city 
chemist, virtually hasthe effect of robbing 
the Board of Health of the necessary 
power to obtain a proper entorcement 
of the ordinance. In case the _ inspect- 
ors fail to perform their duties, 
the Health Commissioner cannot directly 
control their actions, suspend or discharge 
them. Being appointees of the Mayor, a 
considerable amount of red tape would have 
to be expended, and valuabie time lost be- 
fore they could be dislodged from their pos!- 
tions, even where they were known to be 
grossly negligent of their duties, 


THE SKIMMED MILK CLAUSE. 
The worst feature of the bill, however, and 
one which should never de permitted to be- 
come a law, is the one that permits 
the wholesale and indiscriminate sale of 
skimmed milk throughout the city. Witha 
license givento every dairyman and milk 
vonder in and out of St. Louis to sell skimmed 
mile in the city the doors of every household 
are open tofraudand deception anda pre- 
mium held out to dishonesty. ‘Io enforce 
such a law it would be necessary to have an 
inspector on every wagon engaged in the 
business. Thethree poor inspectors called 
for under the Stone bill might as well 
be expected to inspect every ⸗ hy- 
drant n the city twice a day, 
astoaccomplish any satisfactory results by 
following up the thousand or more milk 
wagons engaged in the business. The fight 
for pure milk in St. Louis has been a long and 
at times a very bitter one, and a brief re- 
view of the history of the crusade will be in- 
teresting at this time, as virtually the same 
classes have been arrayed against each other 
in the fight for the past quarter of a century. 


FIGHT FOR PURE MILK. 
About thirty-five years ago a New York 
weekly commenced a crusade against the 
feeding of swill in New York City to mik 
cows.

STATE LAW SUSTAINED. 

Then commenced a fight in this city be- 
tween the friends at the State law and the 
eity ordinance andi the validity of the State 
law was sustained in the Circuit Court and 


the case was carried to the Supreme Court 
by the friends ofthe city ordinance. While 
pending in that court the opponents of the

For a long time there was a full in this 
struggle, when it was renewed by Dr. Sulll- 
van, the present Milk Inspector, going into 
the police courts several week. ago and pros- 
ecuting Gairymen selling skimmed milk in 
violation of the city ordinance passed by the 
influence of the brewers, distillers, city 
dairymen and butchers. If this ordinance 
were sustained and Dr. sullivan was success; 
fui In these cases, he proposed to ask. of the 
city government deputies enough to en- 
foree it. \ 

Now comes the milk in the cocoanut’’ to 
use a homely.simile. If the sale of skimmed 
mik were prevented, then the city dairies 
could not compete with the dairies on cheap | 
farms out along the [Ines of the various rail- 
roads that ship their milk into the city. The 
brewers and distHlers would lose their cus- 
tomers in the cities and some of the batchers 
would lose a convenient marketfor buying 
beef. 

To prevent Dr. Sullivan: from carrying out 
this scheme, Mr. Stone was employed, osten- 
sibly dy some of the milkmen, to prevent the 
enforcement of the present ordinance. Judge 
Morris sustained the position taken by Dr. 
Sullivan and fined the milkmen who sold 
skimmed mme They took an appeal. Mr. 
Stone then Introduces an ordinance allowing 
the sale of skimmed milk, and providing for 
the protection of the city dairies as they now 
exist. 

MONEY BACK OF IT. 

This is the bill that now. threatens to be- 
come a law and as it has passed the Council 
the promoters of it claim that there is sam- 
cient capital back of it to send it ‘‘whoop- 


ing through the House of Delegates. In 
factitis claimed that acertain -clique was 
fixed to secure its passage in the 
House some time ago and for that reason it 
was placed before the wary Councilmen 
first. The bill is backed by a combination of 
nearly all the large and small dairymen and 
milk dealersinthecity, with the other in- 
terested parties alluded to as their allies. 

It is said that three of the big dairy com- 
panties have establisheda trust ani taken in 
three-fourths of the smaller fry of the city. 
tne routes controlled dy these smaller 
dairymen have, it is claimed, been pur- 
chased by the trust and shares of stock given 
in part payment. The parentconcern, of 
course, buys all the milk which these small 
dairies produce and thus holds out to them a 
tempting bait in the shape of profits ana 
dividends which they can catch both ‘‘gwane 
an’ comin’ ’’ but the knowing ones say when 
these routes have been firmly estab- 
lished by the crust and grand larceny 
profits are made on the sale of 
skimmed milk, these petty snare holders 
may find no dividends forthcoming and will 
discover that there is notonly no market for 
their stock, but also none for their milk ag 
they have parted with their once rich and 
valuable routes. 

All this combined influence has been 
brought to bear on what they supposed to be

DR. BRYSON’S POSITION. 

Dr. J. P. Bryson, who was Dairy Inspector 

at the same period, thought the commercial 

and sanitary standpoints should be clearly 
separated. 

„It is of the latter alone that I, as a physi- 

clan, caretospeak. Ifthe City Council does 


not care to protect the people of 
this city from commercial fraud, I 
have nothing to say. I think the Board 
of Mealth should Certainly have the word 
when the sanitary aspect of the case is con- 
sidered. Half milk is not necessarily un- 
wholesome. It is, of course, not always 
a very nourishing food. The wholesome- 
ness of milk depends on the care with which 
it is produced and handled. Itis one of the 
most complex proDiems of city sanitation. 

I would say that the difficulties, with the 
best of will, in securing good mik are se 
great, the problem so complex, the sources 
of infection are so numerous that the 
matter shoula be left to the Board of Health. 
It isa sanitary problem of the greatest im- 
portance.’’

THE STABLE BOY’s SUIT 7OR DAMAGES 
FOR FALSE IMPRISONMENT. 


Claim Made That Blank Oaused His 
Prosecution to Preventthe Lad Testi- 
fying Against Him in the Attachment 
Sult McLaughlin Had Brought for 
Wages Alleged to Be Due—Judge Oer 
ter and Others May Aid the Boy With 
Money in His Action. 


A suit for $5,000 damages was instituted 
on Tuesday in the Oity Court of East St. 
Louis against Louis Blank, a racehorse 
trainer at the East St. Louis raeetrack, at 
the instance of Frank McLaughiin, a 
stable boy and former employe 
of Blank’s. McLaughlin alleges that 
he was falsely imprisoned through 
the machinations of the trainer.. The papers 
were served on Blank at the race track 
Tuesday afternoon. The suit is the out- 
growth of trouble Over the matter of wages 
and according to McLaughiln he has been 
the victim of a base attempt to get him out 
of the way. 

It seems that one day last week young Me 
Laughlin was exercising Jack Richelieu 
one of Blank’s horses. This animal 
L very high-spirited and broke 
away from the lad, somewhat 
injuaing him in his cavortings and also cut 
ting himself badly ona barbed wire fence. 
McLaughlin says that Blank gave him a 
beating on account of it and discharged him 
without paying him $57 which he says was 
due him. 

Thereupop the stableboy laid his case be- 
fore Alex Flannagan, a lawyer, who swore 
outa writ of attach ment against another of 
Blank’s horses, Estelle R. There was to be a 
hearing in this proceeding in Justice Wyatt’s 
court next week. Last Saturday, however, 
Blank brought a 10-year-old negro boy 
named Logan before Justice H. M. Wilson, 
and the latter swore outa warrant for the 
arrest of McLaughiin, charging him witha 
a crime against nature. 

McLaughlin was arrested by one of 
Chief Walsh’s men and lodged in 
jail. He managed to get word 
after some difficulty to his lawyer, Flanna- 
gan, and on Monday when the case was set 
before Wilson the attorney took a change of 
venue to Justice Jesse Gray’s court, where a 
hearing was had Monday afternoon.

Scene of Great Enthusiasm as the Funeral 
Train Leit Verona. 


VERONA, March 29.—The train having on 
board the deputations from Hungary on 
their way back from Turin, where they went 
toattend the Kossuth funeral ceremonies, 
was met at the raliroad sta- 
tion Dy the municipal authori- 
tles of Verona and delegations 
from the military associations. The Mayor 
of Verona presented an address to the Hun- 
garians, whose spokesman repiled thanking 
the Italians forthe marks of sympathy which 
they had displayed. 

The train bearing Kossuth’s remains ar- 
rived three hours later. Theodore Kossuth 
and the Mayor of Buda Pesth were welcomed 
by the Mayor of Verona, who delivered an 
address eulogizing the deceased patriot. 
Both of the gentiemen mentioned were over- 
come with emotion as they responded tothe 
address. 

There was a scene of great enthusiasm 
when Theodore Kossuth and the Mayor of 
Buha esth re-entered the train and loud 
cheers for Hungary and Italy filled the air as 
the funeral train drew out of the depot and 
resumed the journey to Buda Pesth.

SIBERTSON SMITH DYING. 


An Associate of Prof Barnes in Editing 
the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

CAMBRIDGE, England, March 29.—Prof. 
Sibertson Smith is dying. Prof. Smith was 
born in Aberdeenshire in 1846 and was 
appointed Professor of Hebrew in 
the Free Church College, Aberdeen, in 
1870, and was removed from that office in 
1881 by an extraordinary act of the General 


Assembly, on account of the views he 
had expressed as to he Old  ‘Testa- 
ment, published in the Encyclopedia 
iritannica and elsewhere, After that date 
Prof. Smith was associated with the late 
Prof. Barnes in editing the ninth edition of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

In January, 1883, the Professor accepted 
the Lord Almones rrofessorship of Arabic in 
the University of Cambridge, made 
vacant by the death of Prof. Palmer. Prof. 
Smith, in 1886, was e librarian to 
the University of Cambridge in succession to 
the late Mr. Henry Bradshaw.

The enormous 
sums paid by the protected manufacturers 
for the election of Harrison, and the Reed 
Congress were returned with rich profits 
through the privilege of fixing the tariff 
schedules in the McKinley law. 

So the Home Market Club of Boston pro- 
poses to the favored manufacturers and 
their workingmen dupes that money be in- 
vested in Alabama elections in the ex- 
pectation of getting profitable taxation 
privileges in return. It is of no conse- 
quence to them that they pro- 
pose to commit the greatest of 
crimes in interfering with and corrupting 
the elections of the people of another 
State. It is of no consequence that the 
Kolbites hold to theories of Government of 
the wildest and most dangerous kind. As 
Senator Hoar expressed it they are sound 
That is sufficient. 
Everything in government dear to man- 
kind must be sacrificed for the profitable 
privilege.

GOOD GOVERNMENT CLUBS. 


In several large cities good government 
clubs have been formed for the purpose of 
securing purity in municipal politics and 
an elevation of public morality. This is 
to be accomplished by non-partisan move- 
ments and the nomination of good men 
for office. 

It is doubtful if this movement will 
have any better luck than its many prede- 
cessors. Good men cannot elevate other 
people’s morality by main strength and 
awkwardness, nor can they purify a moral 
stream the source of which is reeking with 
poison. They have often undertaken the 
job, but have failed in every attempt. Not 
only so, but in many cases their own repu- 
tations, if not characters, have suffered 
from the mud which stains whenever it 
sticks. 

The source ot nine-tenths of the corrup- 
tion in polities— municipal, State and 
National- comes from the mixture of pri- 
vate with public business. As long as 
private profit can be made out of legisla- 
tion just so long will there be tempta- 
tions and falls, and the good men 
who get elected to office to purify politics 
are often the first to yield to the solicita- 
tions of impurity and surrender their vir- 
tue fora share in the profits of the fran- 
chise or monopoly. 

Good government will be possible when 
private business opportunities are not in- 
volved in legislation; when it will be not 
worth while fora legislator or an execu- 
tive officer to be corrupt. It is not right to 
expose men tothe most strenuous of all 
temptations and expect them to survive 
the test.

ALTHOUGH the seigniorage subject has 
been prominently before the public for 
months, many questions indicating pro- 
found ignorance are asked concerning it. 
According to Webster the money seign- 
iorage is a charge or toll deducted from 
bullion brought to the mint to be coined. ’’ 
It was originally a tax levied on coinage 
by the sovereign, butina general sense it 
embraces all profit of the Government 
arising from the coinage of bullion. When 
there is no depreciation in the price of 
bullion there is a small gain in coinage 


througn the admixture of the necessary 


alloy in the coin metal, but under 
the conditions prevailing in the silver 
market the United States Government has 
realized a large apparent profit in the pur- 
chase of silver bullion. The intrinsic or 
market value of silver bullion is far below 
the face value of the silver dollar, and the 
difference between this intrinsic value and 
the coin value is the seigniorage of the 
Government. The silver bullion taken in 
at the United States Treasury will make 
about $60,000,000.more than was paid for 
it. This is the silver seignorage which it 
is proposed to coin by the Bland bill. 


SECRETARY HERBERT’S report on the 
armor plate frauds leaves too many ques- 
tions unanswered, or rather raises a cloud 
of questions which must be answered if 
the country is to be satisfied. The frauds 
were admitted by the men who had profited 


Ib tham, but nobody was made to suffer 


beyond the infliction of a small 
fine. It 16 now charged that Carnegie“ s 
pronunciamento in favor of the Wilson 
bill came about the time the President 
gracivusly remitted nearly three-fourths 
of the penalty assessed by the Secretary. 
What does it all mean? Is the Cleveland 
Administration learning of its predecessor 
and bettering the instruction?

There is to be no re- 
port from them, properly so-called, on the 
Wilson bill. The motion to recommit, which 
it was thought atonetime would be made at 
the outset of the debate, will probably be 
reserved untilthe debate has progressed to 
thatextent, showing the whole range and 
detail of the Republican objection to the 
bill. 

But as fair and as regular as this appears 
to de On its face it will be susceptible under 
the latitudinous rules of the Senate of most 
serious abuse, and of inflicting long delay 
on the bill. the occasion will call for a 
leader who wlll arive the coach steadily on, 
and who knows every foot ofthe parliamen- 
tary way. Excuses will be offered for Sena- 
tors not ready to progeed, Notices »in de 
given of speeches to be delivered days in ad- 
vance. Attempts will be made to introduce 
side issues of various kinds, and many meas- 
ures will be foundto serve this obstructive 
purpose. The morning hour, which does not 
expire until 2 o’ciock, will be regularly con- 
sumed every day. so that no part of that 
time shall inure tothe benefitof the tariff 
Dill, And so the scheme will proceed, gath- 
ering strength constantly, and exhibiting all 
of the finesse of those who have contrived it 
and will have it in hand for thorough de- 
velopment. 

These men are among the most capable 
and experienced in the Senate. Mr. Aldrich 
is at their head, and he will work not only 
from great pride in the display of his parlia - 
mentary skill, but in obedience tothe com- 
mands of the protected industries of Rhode 
Island, whose accredited representative he 
is. He will push the courtesy of the Senate 
to the utmost verge of application, and take 
advantage of everything that may happen 
to add a single day tothe project of staving 
off the final vote. 

It is confessed here that the Republican 
leaders Lave no hope of seeing the Wilson 
bill defeated. They have canvassed ail the 
Gifferent sides of the question, and after 
making all allowances for Democratic divis- 
fons on one thing and another, they are con- 
vinced that when the question is reduced to 
that of accepting the billwith some objec- 
tionable features, or passing no bill atall, 
the majority will unite and pass the bill. 

The Republican programme, therefore, 
simply means delay. The design is}to make 
the time between the passage of the bill and 
the November election as short as possible, 
in the hope that when the Congressional bal- 
loteare thrown the partisan denunciations 
of the Wilson bill will still de in force and 
effect. | 

It is not contended here that this pro- 
gramme, favored as it is by the rules of the 
Senate, can be easily circumvented. The 
Mere resolution will not avail anything. There 
will be as much of that on one side as on the 
other. Bat it will. be everything for the 
Democrats to be led with great skill as well 
as with spirit, and this calls for the presence 
in the van of the ablest parilamentarian on 
that side of the chamber.

ANONYMOUS LETTERS. 


The Government Bureaus Deluged With 
Those Dishonorable Epistles. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Representative 
Piggott of Connecticut says concerning hie 
bill introduced vesterday against anonymous 
letters: The Government bureaus and 
apartments are deluged with these anony- 
mous letters. They are almed at the Pension 
Office in particular. Unscrupulous and 
spiteful persons write to the pension author- 
ities concerning alleged frauds and crooked- 
ness ina neighbor’s pension. An investiga- 
tion may be madeand the pensioner is put 
to much trouble, with the prospect of having 
his pension cut off without being able to face 
hisanonymous accuser. 

The same anonymous attacks are made 
against candidates for office. In one of the 
departments I found an anonymous letter 
against a candidate for a Federal appoint- 
ment. The officials said — did not docket 
and brief these anonymous letters, but filed 
them ina bunch to get them out of the way. 
So the anonymous letters stood on the files to 
accuse the candidate without an opportunity 
to face the accuser. I intend to followup 
this bill and secure a law for the destruction 
of all such anonymous communications.’’

Ot Interest to Publishers. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29.—The atten- 
tion of the Post-office Department has been 
called tothe fact that it is the practice of 
many publisbers of second-class mall matter 
to omit one or two regular issues of the 
papers, and subsequently get out another 
issue bearing the several serial numbers of 
the current and omitted series. This is held 
to be a violation of the postal laws and an 
order just issued provides that in the case of 
omission of an issue the first succeeding one 
shall bear the seriul number of the one 

omitted. Violations of this rule will subject 
the published matter totreatment as third- 
class mail matter. 


Experiment Stations in Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, March 29. Among the appro- 
priations pending before Congress there is 
provision for two agricultural experiment 
stations in Alaska, one at Sitka andthe other 
in the valley of the Yukon River. When the 
subject was taken up by the House Commit- 
tee on Agriculture Representative Baker of 
New Hampshire made a brief speech in op- 
position to the projects, regarding the pro- 
posed stations as useless on the ground that 
there is practically no tillable land in the 
Territory. The question was not disposed of, 
and will be again considered. 


Changes in Pension Surgeous. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29.—The per- 
sonnel of almost three-fourths of the total 
number of the Board of Examining Surgeons 
of the Pension Bureau has been changed 
since the beginning of last May. An official 
statement shows that the total number of 
surgeons appointed since May 9 last is 2,689.

CLEVELAND, O., March 29.—Pittsburg and 
€hicagoseem to have furnished most of the 
moderate activity the iron market has 
shown during the past week, while in the 
one item of pig iron Cincinnati has perhaps 
gone above her average record of the last 
few months.
